Mx MacOalium, govern- 
ment analyst, gave evidence to the oflect

“had Deen handed. over to him for analysis, 
He found four ounces of semi-liquid matter 
containing 15°74 grains of upium dross, in 
\ which was found a quantity of anorphine. , 
The amount of morphine in the.stomach he 
cunsiderod. to be over and above the quan- 
tity required to canso death, ‘The actual 
“amount which caused death would, be ab- 
sorbed and what was found in the stomach 
would bo what was left after death had 
ensued. Four grains of crude opium wero 
aufiiciont to cause death, but of opium dross

-LAWS CONCERNING HINDOO™ ' 
wes WOMEN, 


Tho, difficulties met ‘with ‘in the govern- 
ment of Asiatics, when the. ruling power 
seeks to preserye as fur as possible the social 
customs of tho native mco, are sometimes 
of a peculiarly’ delicate nature. In India 
this truth is daily brought to the noticy 
of all thinking men;. and ‘in Hongkong 
our’ rulers have not been without. their 
troublesome experiences in this connection, 
Touching this subject the following remarks 
from. thé Overland Mail are not inappro- 
priate:— ; 

An earnest plea is pnt forward by « 
writer in the'current number of the London 
Quarterly Heview for immediate reform in 
the.slaws "respecting the_inheritance —-and 
rights over Pre porty of Hindoo women, ro- 
marriags of Hindoo: widows, and other 
cognate subjects. That sumo reforms aro 
urgently called for may be readily. conced- 
od, though tho fact of many appeals being) 
brought. home to the Prive- Connell “by 
widows and orphans who claim our protec- 
-tion, -and_require—s-toaiswertheir com- 
plaints,” proves more that the existing laws 
are ill-understood or unsntisfuctorily . nd- 
ministered than that they need reform, The 
laws relating to marriage and divorce are 
very oppressive to the wenker sex. No 
amount of barbarotis treatment avuila to 
grant legal separation for the wife from ler 
tyrant>-while the husbaud nay semi-divorce 
or desert his dave on any? phiusible pre- 
tence. . The bondage to which the rights of 
the father and husband reduce the women 
abolishes at vice all: suits of dowries, 
divorces, jointures, and settlements. The 
tegulationa of inheritance by widows are 
 extruinely complicated, and often very eruel 
in their action. Again, a work of autho- 
rity, quoted by the writer, says: “The 
Jaws of the Hinduss which spply to pro-, 
perty, und regulate sales or purchases, 
loans, transfer and deposit of guods, though 
they are founded on the principles_of jus- 
tice, are frequently rude or loosely express- 
od, and suck, as along with a corrupt 
judicature, must ev everything. to. the 
discretion of the judge.” - 

But, in considering. the degrading con- 
dition 6f Hindoo women, too much of the 
blame must not be laid upon the law. Un- 
written codes and usages are more in fault 
than thestatute. Tho true oppression comes 
fron the influence of sacerdotalism ruling 
through the superstitions of an ignorant 
populace. It is well known that the pro:
